Last 
year, the Huskers placed nine members on the All Big 8 Academic 
team, including the two co-captains. In 1977 Nebraska was again 
tops in the conference with eight classroom stars. In addition seven 
Husker players have gained Hall of Fame Scholarships. Those players 
are: George Andrews, Jim Pillen, Ted Harvey, Vince Ferragamo, Tom 
Heiser, Rik Bonness, and Frosty Anderson.

The Huskers have two machines that are of special interest to the athlete, one is the Cybex, a machine that can 
detect any weaknesses in the knee and gives the trainers and the weight coaches a chance to strengthen the 
problem area. While the Cybex is geared toward preventing the injury, the Orthotron is set up to rehabilitate the 
athlete after a knee surgery. It helps to return strength to the weakened parts of the knee.

NEBRASKA HEAD COACH TOM OSBORNE— 
CONTINUES THE WINNING WAYS 


One of the countries most successful head 
coaches, Tom Osborne is in his seventh season as 
the Husker head coach. After his most successful 
season ever in 1978, Osborne was named Na- 
tional Coach of the Year by the Atlanta Quarter- 
back Club and Big 8 Coach of the Year by both 
United Press International (UPI) and Associated 
Press (AP). 

Not only has Osborne won over 75% of his 
games, but in his six seasons at the Husker helm, 
he has lead the Huskers to six Top Ten finishes 
and six post season bowl games. 

An outstanding college athlete himself, Os- 
borne played professional football with the 
Washington Redskins and the San Francisco 49ers. 
In 1962, he joined the Nebraska football staff as 
an assistant coach. In 1965 he received his Ph.D. 
in Educational Psychology but elected to stay in 
football coaching:

In 1973, he took over the dynasty he had 
helped build during the reign of Bob Devaney. 
He has an overall record of 55-16-2 going into 
the ‘79 season. 

During the winter of 1979, he was promoted 
to Assistant Athletic Director. 

While an assistant coach at Nebraska, his most 
notable star was wingback Johnny Rodgers, 
whom Osborne guided to a Heisman Trophy, All 
American honors, and a first round selection in 
the pro draft by the San Diego Chargers. Rodgers 
elected to play Canadian football where he was 
several times the Most Valuable Player in the 
league. 

In his six years as the Husker head man, he has 
lost only four non-conference football games. 

Nebraska Head Football Coach Tom Osborne 
is truly one of the great individuals and great 
football minds in the country—yeu can play for 
Tom Osborne.

OFFENSE 


CLETUS FISCHER 5 


In his 20th year at Nebraska is offensive line and kicking coach 
Cletus Fischer. Former Husker star and pro player with the New York 
Giants, Fischer has been in charge of the offensive line for the last 11 
years. Before that he was head frosh coach for 2 years where he 
compiled an 8-0 record. As the line and kicking coach he has pro- 
duced numerous All American and All Big 8 performers. Included 
among them are 1979 first round draft choice of the Denver 
Broncos—Kelvin Clark—and offensive guard Barney Cotton of the 
Cincinnati Bengals. Other All Americans include centers Rik Bonness, 
Doug Dumler and Tom Davis and tackles Marvin Crenshaw and Daryl 
White. Keith Wortman is a starting guard for the St. Louis Cardinals. 


MIKE CORGAN 


In his 18th year as the Husker running backs coach is Mike Cor- 
gan. The Huskers have turned out great running backs by the dozens “ 
during Corgan’s years at Nebraska. Names like All American Jeff 
Kinney, pro star Tony Davis, Monte Anthony, and last season star 
I-Back Rick Berns, now with Tampa Bay are Corgan products. This 
season the Huskers are featuring senior Heisman Trophy candidate 
|. M. Hipp, just to add another to the long list of Corgan coached 
stars. 


GENE HUEY 

Entering his third year as the Husker receivers coach is Gene 
Huey. An outstanding college football player while at Wyoming, he 
was the first player in the history of the Western Athletic Conference 
to make All WAC on offense (1967) and on defense (1968). Coach 
Huey was a fifth round draft choice of the St. Louis Cardinals and 
also played with the Vikings and the Chargers. In 1978 he was 
named Sports Illustrated Receiver of the Week for his peformance 
against Utah State. He also played in the 1968 All American and 
East-West Shrine All Star games. Huey has coached players like Pre- 
ston Dennard of the LA Rams, wingback star Curtis Craig, and tight 
end Ken Spaeth. This season's crop of receivers could be the Husk- 
ers best ever. Seniors Kenny Brown, Junior Miller, and’Tim Smith are 
drawing much national attention under Huey’s guidance. 


-MILT TENOPIR 

In his sixth year at Nebraska is Milt Tenopir, an offensive line 
coach. This is Tenopir's first season as a full time coach, before that 
he was a part time coach and Regional Director of clubs for the 
Nebraska Alumni Association. 

He and Cletus Fischer are in charge of the Huskers’ offensive 
linemen. A very successful high school coach, he compiled a 76- 
34-1 while coaching for 12 years in Kansas, Colorado, and Nebraska. 
He also coached the Colorado All Star game in 1968 and the Ne- 
braska Shrine game in 1974. 

In his first year of recruiting last season, he brought the Huskers 
two blue chip athletes from Colorado, Dennis Rogan and Doug Wil- 
kening. 


DEFENSE 


LANCE VAN ZANDT 


In his third year as the defensive coordinator and secondary 
coach for the Huskers is Lance Van Zandt. Van Zandt has coached 
some of professional football's great players, names like Carl Garrett, 
1969 Rookie of the Year in the NFL for New England, Duane Thomas, 
former Dallas Cowboys star, ex-Miami Dolphin Mercury Morris, Dave 
Elmendorf of the LA Rams, Brad Dusek of the Washington Redskins, 
and the list goes on. He has been coaching in the college ranks since 
1966. 


JOHN MELTON ¥ 

Entering his 18th year as a Husker assistant coach is linebacker 
coach John Melton. Coach Melton has coached the wingbacks, tight 
ends, linebackers, and been head freshman coach in his career at 
NU. One of Nebraska's top recruiters, he has brought the likes of 
Oakland quarterback and Husker All American David Humm to Ne- 
braska. Among others are included All American and All Pro John 
Dutton of the Cowboys, and All Americans Dave Butterfield and 
Tony Jeter. His linebacker stars include 1975 first round draft choice 
Tom Ruud, now of the Cincinnati Bengals, and Chicago Bears Lee 
Kunz, a 1979 draft choice. In the 1979 recruiting class, he is credited 
with freshman kickoff star Kevin Seibel, I-Back Roger Craig and line- 
man Todd Spratte and Scott Raridan. 


GEORGE DARLINGTON 


‘Coaching the Husker defensive ends for the last seven years has 
been George Darlington. First round draft choice George Andrews 
of the Los Angeles Rams is just one of the Husker stars developed 
under Darlington. Pro players Ray Phillips of Philadelphia, Bob Martin 
of San Francisco, and Cody Jones of the Rams are some of the top 
flight ends who played under Darlington. 


CHARLIE McBRIDE 


Charlie McBride enters his third year as the defensive line coach 
for the Nebraska Blackshirts. McBride was an All Big 8 performer at 
Colorado and played professionally for the Denver Broncos. He has 
coached Pittsburgh Steeler All Pro center Mike Webster, tight end 
Larry Mialak of the Houston Oilers, Dennis Lick, first round draft 
choice of the Chicago Bears, and Bill Gregory of the Seattle Sea- 
hawks. This season, the Huskers are abundant in talent with All Big 8 
seniors Rod Horn and Kerry Weinmaster. 


PAT FISCHER 


In his first year as an assistant coach for the Huskers is Pat Fischer. 
Fischer's main duties will lie in recruiting as the better part of his time 
will be spent on the road watching and evaluating the top high 
school players across the country. 

Fischer also assists Lance Van Zandt with the defensive second- 
ary. Pat was a former two year Husker letterman at defensive back 
before joining the NU coaching staff as a graduate assistant in 1977. 

The newest member of the Huskers’ staff, Pat also serves as 
Regional Director of Clubs for the Nebraska Alumni Association. 


HEAD FRESHMAN COACH 


FRANK SOLICH 


The mastermind of the Nebraska freshman football program is 
Frank Solich in his first season as a Husker assistant. Known as the 
smallest, but toughest fullback in Nebraska football history, Solich 
was co-captain of the Huskers undefeated 1965 football team. He 
was an All Big 8 selection at fullback in 1965 and was also a baseball 
letterman. Solich had numerous State Championship teams while 
coaching at Lincoln Southeast High School since 1968. He is assisted 
by his own freshman staff in organizing NU frosh football. 


ATHLETIC DEPARTMENT RECRUITING COORDINATOR 


JERRY PETTIBONE 


Known as “Mr. Recruiting” in major college football circles, Jerry 
Pettibone is entering his first year as the Nebraska Athletic Depart- 
ment Recruiting Coordinator. 

Considered to be the countries top recruiting coordinator, Jerry 
has compiled an unequalled record since becoming a college re- 
cruiting coordinator in 1971. His credentials speak for 
themselves—over 100 All Conference selections, 40 All Americans, 
50 professional football players, one Heisman Trophy winner, two 
Outland Trophy winners, and one Lombardi Award winner. 

Not only is Jerry a great recruiter, but a great coach as well. 
Names like Gregg Pruitt of the Cleveland Browns, Jack Mildren, for- 
merly of the Baltimore Colts and recruits Joe Wylie of the Oakland 
Raiders and Bobby Kimball of the Green Bay Packers come to mind. 

Before coming to Nebraska, Jerry had been the recruiting coor- 
dinator at Oklahoma and Southern Methodist universities. He was a 
halfback with the Oklahoma Sooners from 1959-61.

The man who built the Nebraska Cornhuskers into a 
national football power, Devaney had National 
Championship teams in 1970 and 1971.During the time 
that he was head coach for the Huskers, he was the 
“winningest coach in the nation” based on percentage 
of victories. 

During his tenure, he won three straight Orange 
Bowl games, two National Championships, nine bow! 
trips in eleven years, plus eight Big 8 Championships, 
one Heisman Trophy winner, two Outland Trophy 
winners, and one Lombardi Award winner, in addi- 
tion to numerous National Coach of the Year honors. 

In post season All Stars game contests, Devaney 
coached the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All American 
game, the All American Bowl, the Blue-Gray game, 
and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College 
All Stars against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in 
the 1972 Chicago game. 

Under Devaney's guidance, Nebraska has one of the 
top athletic programs in the country. The newly 
named Bob Devaney Sports Center is one of the top 
indoor facilities of it's kind in the nation. It features a 
synthetic 220 yard track, a 15,000 seat basketball 
arena, a beautiful swimming pool, and gymnastics and 
wrestling room.

In his 24 years as the head coach of the 
Husker track team, Frank Sevigne has 
molded one of the great track traditions in 
the country.

Sevigne’s assistant is Dick Railsback, 
former world record holder in the pole 
vault. Railsback was the coach of the Saudi 
Arabian National team before coming to 
Nebraska.

One of the reasons for this 
is the facilities. The Huskers’ indoor facility is 
the Bob Devaney Sports Center track, a 220 
yard synthetic surface track that is consid- 
ered to be the fastest in the midwest. The 
indoor facilities are the finest track facilities 
that you will find in the country, including 
the 5000 seat stadium which is a sellout at 
the Husker indoor meets.

Last year, the Huskers had their best season ever. Nebraska was 49-15 
overall—tops in the school's history—placed second in the Big 8 and ad- 
vanced to the NCAA Northeast Baseball Regional, held at Annapolis, Md. It 
was the first time since 1950 that Nebraska had participated in an NCAA 
baseball tournament.

The 1978 season saw Nebraska become the only school in the Big 8 to 
have an AstroTurf infield. 


Long range plans for Beltzer Stadium call for lights and the addition of 
underground lockerrooms and showers. 


Nebraska's goal is to compete in the College World Series, held every 
June in Omaha, The Huskers have never sent a team to Omaha, but two 
years ago they didn't have AstoTurf and a stadium either. Omaha is the 
next goal.
